A total of 25 jack rabbits were 
killed Saturday morning as the 
result of the concentrated hare 
hunt, Possibly five or six more 
than that could be added to the 
fatality list, aceording to Dewey 
James, superintendent of build 
ings and grounds. 

James said that high scorer 
was John Krier, who killed sevea 
of the rabbits which currently 
have been destroying campus 
grass and shrubbery, 

‘The hunt, although successful 
in itself, has not completely rid 
the campus of hares, It is possi- 
ble that another hunt will be 
organized within a month, James 
stated.

Twenty-two campus representatives veted in the affirma- 
tive and one said “neo” last week te a resolution that may 
well be the first real test ef Inter Club Council’s position 
om the Sacramento State Cellege campus. 

At their recent meeting, this geverning board ef campus 
Organizations passed a reselution wreing Student Council 
to reconsider the “closed shep” by-laws that requires elubs 
toe hire only union bands for all ef their SSC social 


functions. 


Three ICC representatives will present the reselution to 
Council Tuesday night. This will be the organisation's 
first request of the year te the ASSSC legislative greup. 

Jnier Club Council was set ep primarily te protect and 
coordinate the interests of all campus clubs, and the greup, 
headed this semester by president Dave Teja, should be 
commended for the action they have taken en this undeme- 


cratic restrictive measure. 


When Jack Breoks, Robert Carey and Elaine Smith pre- 
sent the resolution Tuesday night they should remind 
Council ef ICC's purposes and position in campus gevern- 
ment ax outtined in article ten ef the ASSSC constitution 
and on page six ei the handbeeok for officers and spensors 
of student organizations. As Nerm Kempster, auther of 
the motion, said, “It must have been an oversight on the 
pert of Student Council for net seeking the opinion ef the 
group most directly affected by the bill before making it 


a hw.”
